ATLANTA BANKERS PLA 
‘TO MEET INCOME TAX 


Maddox Says New Law Will 
Involve Banks in Muddle 
of Bookkeeping 


Plans to meet the requirements of the 
new income tax law, which went into 
effect Saturday were agreed upon at a 
meeting of local bankers, held at the 
clearing house Friday afternoon. 

Through the special clearing house 
committee, the members of which were 
present at the meeting, circulars and 
samples of certificates, which must in 
future be attached to every single cou~ 
pon presented to the banks for payment, 


will be mailed out to all persons inter-| 


ested in or affected by the law. 
Robert F. Maddox, vice president of 
the American National bank, presided at 
the conference. He expressed the opin- 
ion that the new law will involve the 
banks in a muddle of bookkeeping. 
“The idea,” Mr. Maddox said, “de 
that the government will tax the in- 
come at {ts source. Thus the corpora- 


lion issuing bonds, for instance, must 
show on every coupon from those 
bonds a certificate of ownership, 


duly made out by the owner, stating 
he is liable or exempt from the tax. 

“It Mable, the bank handling the 
coupon deducts 1 per cent for the gov- 
ernment. If exempt by reason of not 
having an income large enough to be 
taxable, the 1 per cent is paid by the 
corporation, and the certificate admits 
the payment of face value by the bank 
to the coupon holder.

The Red Cross Seals 


Thanksgiving day has appropriately been selected 
for beginning the year’s sale of Red Cross Christmas 
seals, It is hoped that between then and the close 
of Yuletide not fewer than two million seals will be 
bought and used in Georgia That would mean a 
fund of twenty thousand dollars for anti-tuberculosis 
work in this State, twenty thousand dollars con- 
tributed in pennies or other modest sums by the rank 
and file of the people. 

The blessings that would flow from such a gift 
would be immeasurable. The public would be bene- 
fited no nless than individual sufferers. Safeguards, 
educational and otherwise, against the spread of 
tuberculosis could be doubled. Health and life could 
be better protected and hope could be carried to hun- 
dreds of stricken men and women. 

The sale of two million Red Cross seals will call 
for Iwss than a penny each from all the people in 
Georgia. If only a fourth of our population bought 
five seals each, considerably more than the desired 
number would be sold. Surely, Georgia will not fall 
short of this ideal! 

There are heartening signs that more seals will 
be sold this year than ever before. Twenty-five 
counties that were not represented in this movement 
in 1912 are now among the active workers. Every 
community In the State should enlist, for, the cause 
is one that touches the vital interests of the entire 
commonwealth.

Railroad Safety. 


In its annual meeting at Washington, the National 
Association of State Railway Commissioners laid 
timely emphasis on the subject of safety in the 
equipment and operation of trains. 

Few problems are so highly important both to the 
railroads and the public. A wreck entails heavy loss 
upon the transportation company and the country’s 
economic interests as well as upon individual suffer- 
ers. Policy as well as principle should impel all rail- 
roads to take every available measure of precaution 
against accidents. 

Rightly managed railroads are keenly mindful of 
their duty and interest in this regard. The appalling 
wrecks on the New Haven were largely the outcome 
of the adventurous and demoralized financial regime 
to which that system had been enslaved. Under its 
old administration, the New Haven was in no wise 
representative of the dominant thought and policy of 
American railroads today. 

Records show that the campaign begun some years 
ago for greater safety in travel has brought substan- 
tial results. The number of injuries and fatalities on 
railways has appreciably decreased. But there is 
still abundant room for improvement and urgent need 
for greater care. : 

The State Railway Commissioners gave particular 
consideration to safety appliances and to the question 
of speed. It was declared that a modern signaling 
system “would have prevented most of the recent acci- 
dents on the New Haven.” It was agreed, however, 
that the human factor enters very largely into the 
safe operation of trains and it was also pointed out 
that many railroads have increased the security of 
travel by reducing the speed of their fast trains.

Regular deposits differ from savings deposits in 
their size and the length of time they must be left 
in bank. They are for larger amounts and are de 
posited for a shorter period. Only the larger banks 
with well trained officials, will accept such deposits 
as the slightest error in fixing interest rates may in 
volve important losses.

In_ addition to these forms of accounts there are 
regular checking accounts that may be opened by 
members and non-members. Public moneys are often
